Itis now reported from Mannboim that hundreds were killed 
and injared and enormous damage done in two terrific explosions at 
the Badische Anilinfabrik Works at Oppau, where highly explosive 
nitrogen compounds are mannfactared. 


Roofs Blown Off Honses Miles Away. - 


: Mayence, September 21. 
Explosions a: the Buische Aniline works, Oppau. among the 
most terrible in history, occurred as the shifts were chanzice at 
eight in the morning. The concussion was fels a: Masence. Ali 
the windows at the Manoheim works were shattered. The first ex- 
plosion occurred in the laboratory, where eight bandred men were 
working. All wereinstantly killed. Other explosions followed in 


rapid succession, making it impossible to assist the first victims. 


Several were killed and trirty-six injured, at Sfannheim. thirteen 
miles distant, roofs of m ny of the houses being blown off. A 
uumber of people were killed in Lodwigsnausen, while Oppan was 
reduced toa berp of ruias. a 
- Origin not yet Known. 
. London, September 2]. 
The terrible effects of the exp osion at Oppau were felt throagh- 
"oat the tich industrial Upper Rhineland, causing scores of victims 
tan to twenty mil-s from the scene of the disaster, The pretty, 
Nourisbing village of Oppau has psen completely destrayed. Ina 
taw seconds it was reduced toa blazing heap, shattered walls bury: 
ing handreds of heipless victims, The surviving villagers fled in a 
frenzy helter-skelter. The district is overhung with dense columns 
vf poisonous smoke visible for miles, rendering the ruins at present 
inaccessible. The Badiyche Anilinfabrik Co. declares that there is 
na poasibility of farther explosions et Oppau. The full extent and 
origin of the disaster are at present conjectural. . 


The Scene of Affliction. » 


. Ludwigshafen, Setember 22. 
A statement by the management of the Badische Factory shows 
that the explosion occurred in a warehousa containing two hundred 
tuns of arsmonium sulphate compound. : 

Ludwigsbafen resembles a great hospital. Schools have been 
converted into wards, to which al! available transport has been com- 
mandeered to convey the victims. 

Along the roads leading to Oppau and in alll the fields round the 
town lie hundreds of badly-injured men, women, ant children, many 
terribly matilated and with shattered limbs. In many cases eyes 
were torn out. Hundreds of weeping women and childrenare flocking 
tothe scene in search of relatives, but a cordon has been drawn 
around the wrecked works barring approach within a radius of half 
a mle. _ Medical detachments are arriving from Ludwigshzfen, 
“aonbeia, Geidelberg, etc. Unofficial estimates place the casualties 
at over a thousand dead and nearly two thousand injured. '

THE SERVICES DOLLAR. 


There are few local residents who will not remember 
the strenuous efforts made by the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Press to get the concession popularly known as 
“The Services Dollar.” Yes. it is a comparatively long 
. time ago now since we had all that fuss and worry in order 

to get tor the men in naval and military employ a low 
stabilised dollar. They get paid in sterling and if their 
pay is handed to them here in dollars at the current rate 
of exchange they not only get but little when the dollar is 
high but they get varying amounts according to the vagaries 
of the local currency, When the dollar jumped up to over 
six shillings it would have meant absolifte poverty for naval 
and military men if they bad drawn just the bare local 
equivalent of their sterling pay. And so, a long time ago 
there was @ big agitation, questions were asked in the 
’ Legislative Council, the Press was inundated with letters 
and published articles about the, matter. ind’ then the 
Treasury at Home gave way, established a “Services 
Dollar” and everybody was happy. ; ; 
Now, that concession is going to be abolished, official 
news to this elect having: been received in the Colony by 
“way of telegraphic tmstructions. Just what the effect is 
going to” be with regard to naval'men 13 not yet known 
because there is to be a revision of the pay list. 
present system of exchange compensation must, says the 
“instruction, definitely cease on September 30th.. and all 
future payments must be made on the basis of the official 
rate of exchange. Hefore that time it is hoped to have 
couspleted a revision of the local rates of pay and so there 
is a fair amount of optimism prevailing that the change will 
not very seriously affect the remuneration received in 
local dollars, provided the dollar does not soar to any great 
height. To dv away with the concession and give nothing 
in return would, 13 the great majority of cases, mean a 
reduction in salary of something hike 20 or 25 per cent. 
“with the dollar standizg where it does to-day. If the 
dollar went higher the position would be made worse. In 
-. regard to the military we have not been able to glean any 
.-very definite information but seeing tbat all matters relat- 
ing to services pay emanates from the Treasury at Home it 
can be taken for granted that the concession dollar is to be 
abolished for the military as well. Whether a revision of 
” pay is to be made in this case as in the case of naval. men, 
": we do not know. 0 _ . . 
‘  One.thing is ceftain and that is that the concession 
for which local men struggled so hard is to pass. In view 
of the great cry for economy at Home it might be a good 
thing, from the Treasury point of view, to’ stabilise its 
' sterling obligations in Hongkong and to leave the men out 
here to take all the risk with regard toa. rising or falling 
. dollar. But it is not a good thing for men-in the Imperial 
service, to have their pay subjected to wild fluctuations 
‘which might benefit them one month and impoverish them 
the next. If the promised revision of pay is on 2 generous 
scale matters might even up and give cause for no more 
‘than.a passing note of the change. But we think it be- 
hoves ‘local naval and military officials to safeguard the 
interests of their subordinates by pointing out, clearly and 
-pummistakeably, that it is opfair to make‘ man's earnings 
dependent on the fluctuations of exchange. Perhaps our 
‘Jocal Chamber of Commerce, which interested itself in this 
matter whep it was raised before, will give. it their 
attentions “ °

The Danish sailing-sbip Thoon 
Kramon left her :moorings at 
Yaumatiyesterday afternoon to 
go inta, one of the Hongkong and 
Whampoa Dock Company’s docks 
at Kowloon to discharge her 
cargo of 763 tons of Japanese coal 

o enable a thorough inspection 
of the hull tobe made by Lloyds” 
surveyors. 

The coal has been bought by 
the dock company and it is 
expected that discharge will be 
completed on Saturday when the 
vesael will be moved to a smaller 
dock and an examination of the 
bull from below will be made to 
ascertain the exact extent of the 
repairs that are necessary to make 
the ship bea-worthy. At present 
she is moored in the dock while 


the work of discharge is going on. 
Many gallons of water are 
daily still finding their way into 
the bull of the Thoon Kramon 
through the seams that were 
opened by the heavy buffeting she 
received in the typhoon that was 
responsible for her appearance at 
Hongkong. Pumping is. being 
carried out during each watch as 
has been done right along. 0 
The future trade of the Thoon 
Kramon is now being decided by 
the East Asiatic Company 
Copenhagen—her owness. Nego- 
tiations are going furward for the 
charter 
trips to-Austratia with cargoes of

Fortune has not amiled on the 
veesel go far for itis nearly four 
years since her keel was laid and 
as yet the round trip of the 
maiden voysga is rot completed. 
The first timbera of the ship 
were laid during the height of 
the shipping boom jn war-time 
Slow progress was made in the 
construction due to the native 
Yabour force being unskilled. 
The end of the war saw the hall 
afloat after two yeare of worry 
and hard worr for the men sup 
ervising the job: Frights show- 
ed a tendency to decline and be- 
cause of thisand tha trouble that 
bad been experienced to reach 
the first stage af com. 
pletion. of the craft work 
was suspended- for six months 
to allow a study of tha shipping 
situstion to ba made. At the end 
of six months it was dacided to 
carry-on with the vessel and the 
stopping of masts and tha erec- 
tion of spars rigging was 
undertaken. Workmen possess- 
ing the necessary amount of skill 
to do this work were not on band. 
The gear was eventually put ap 
by the master and thea mate 
of the thoon Kramon—Capt. 
Jensen and Mr. Olsen—the time 
taken being: about six months, 
Registry of the vessel under the 
Danish flag was obtained and she 
took on board her first load of 
Tamber for Kobe, sailing in April 
fast. She arrived there safely 
and later went to Moji to lift s 
coal-earga for the return trip. 
Her career from thes on has 
already been told. _ 

Dock Worker. Drowned. 

Berthing of the full-rigged 
ship Thoon Kramon at Kaw- 
loon Docks yesterday afternoon 
was marked by a fsta! accident 
to one of the dock workmen. He 
was standiog-by on the edge 
of the dock-wall and missed 
his footing. causing him | 
to fall into the dock.

‘Ivada inquiries to and from the 
South Seas, have declined greathy 
owing to the continned grave 
situation of the branch offices of 
Japanase companies. Especially 
bas the depression in sugarciroles 
diminished purchasing power in 

JJava to an amazing extent. 
Phosphatic ores are no moro 
attractive, due to the chemical 
industry in Japan having 
been disheartened. Nor are 
pearls and curals the subject of 
business any longer. The only, 
visible sign of commercial tife is 
that inqviries are dispatched to 
Japan at intervals for knitted 
goods and soon, but as yet there 
are difficultics in the way of their 
resulting in business because of 
Japanese goods being exposed to 
cormpetition with British and Ger- 
roan goods. :

This notification 
greatly alarmed the authorities 
of the pos:, who did their best to 
prevail upon the discontented 
postmen to return to work, At 
2 p.m. ten of the number resumed 
work only tor one delivery, and 
declared their intention to join 
the otkersis the strike the follow- 
ing day. Their damands are an 
increase of pay, an eight-hour 
cay, and the grant-of two public 
hohdass acoonth. ©
